owe vnto Almightie God, and ynto their brethren; 
Wherevnto, becauſe weeare negligent & vntoward 
Otherreaſo05 (25 yntoall other duties and courſes which the Lord 
le  inhisſingularwiſedomehathappointed) therefore 

it is good to conſider certaine reaſons, whereby wee 

may be perſwadedandforced therevnto, -

Ohthat chriſtians had wiſedometo conſider the 
excceding goodnes of God, who, wher as he might 
haue cut of theirlife,ſo ſoon as they were borne 3 he 
graunteth them longer time 3 and fit opportunitie, 
to prepare themſclues for the obteining of cuer- 
laſting lifeand happines. Which metcie of God,if 
they lightlie paſſe ouer : they ſhew themſelucs moſt 
ynthankefulro God, and encmies vnto their owne 
ſoules. ”

ment of the death and diflolution of man followeth
